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Abstract: Cicadidae of Turkey and some ecological notes on Tibicina serhadensis Kogak & 

Kemal from Van Province (East Turkey) {Homoptera). Cesa News 55: 1-19, 1 map, 26 figs. 

In this paper, totally 32 species of the Cicadidae known from Turkey are listed with 

synonyms and distributional information. Besides, some ecological and ethological 

observations about Tibicina serhadensis Kogak & Kemal are also given with numerous 

illustrations. 
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First of all, it has once more been emphasized that Van is the easternmost city of the 
Republic of Turkey. In 2009, during the expeditions of the authors, interesting captures of a 
species of the genus Tibicina were made in various places of this province. The taxonomical 
evaluation of the specimens, preserved in the collection of the Cesa were realized recently and 
described as new to science, with the following binominal combination: Tibicina serhadensis. 1 The 
name serhad means frontier. The name of this new species indicates that Van, where the species 
inhabits, is a frontier territories of our Republic (Map 1). 

The aim of the present article is to explain briefly the present status of the Cicadidae fauna 
of Turkey within the Cesa project on the Entomofauna of Turkey 2 and to contribute to the ecology 
and morphology of the newly described species Tibicina serhadensis from East Turkey with 
complementary illustrations taken by the first author in nature in the last July. 

Tibicina serhadensis, is apparently not a thermophil species like most of the Cicadidae. It is 
confined to the mountains, subalpine-alpine zone, between 2000-2200m on the mountain steppe,

with sporadic scrubs or small trees (Figs. 1,2). The populations of this species are very local but 
dense (Figs. 3-10, 12, 15,17,18). Their nymphal skins are frequently seen around the lower plants 
like Eryngium, Prangos (Apiaceae), Anchusa (Boraginaceae), Salix (Populaceae) etc., where the 
adults emerge (Figs. 13-14). However, some birds, wasps, robberflies, and spiders are the 
important natural predators of the cicadid species in the province (Figs. 20-25). Flight of the adult 
when disturbed is usually not longer than about 50-ioom, and not higher than 2-3m above the 
ground. The authors observed several times "thanatosis"3 shamming of death among the adults of 
Tibicina serhadensis, when disturbed. Its flight period in a year is apparently extremely short. It 
may be seen predominantly in a period of one or two weeks. Other species of the family, living 
sympatrically with Tibicina serhadensis in the province are Cicadatra persica (Figs. 11,12,16), and 
Cicadatra hyalina (Figs. 19, 23-25), and some Cicadetta species.

As to the faunal records of the Cicadidae in Turkey, totally 32 species of the family 
Cicadidae are recorded from Turkey according to the Info-system of the Cesa. These species, which 
belong to 9 genera in 3 subfamilies, are briefly classified as follows: 

Cicadinae (16): Cicada (4), Triglena (1), Cicadatra (7), Klapperichicen (1), Lyristes (3). 

Tettigadinae (4): Tibicina (4). 

Cicadettinae (12): Pagiphora (3), Cicadetta (8), Cicadivetta (1). 

In the following list, cicadid species, and genera known in Turkey are arranged according to 
the recent suprageneric classification by Moulds (2005) 6 . Synonymous names and provincial

Ecological, 
ethological, bionomical and distributional information based upon the Turkish populations of the 
species are almost incomplete. For that reasons, the forthcoming researches of the authors on the 
Cicadidae will be concentrated on the subjects mentioned above.

s Editorial - This short article "K" lar Haftasi, written in a narrative form of a travel note, was recently sent to me together with 122 
photographs of butterflies and moths (29 species of 8 families), birds (31 species of 23 families), mammals (21 species of 11 families), 
Reptiles (3 species), and flowering plants (10 species) taken by the author during her recent trip to Kenya. After evaluating the scientific 
results of this special trip to Kenya (with the route Nairobi, Naivasha, Nakuru, and Masai Mara) made by the author between 10 and 16 
January 2010, it was seen that especially the faunistical information is noteworthy; therefore it was accepted for publishing this 
manuscript, by keeping its original form. The most of the species recorded were determined by the author herself. Controlling the 
identifications and editing the manuscript were made by Dr. Muhabbet Kemal. In conclusion, totally 106 species are reported in this 
article. 96 species are the representatives of the fauna, and 10 species are of the regional flora. Scientific names of the observed species 
are summarized at the end of the article (p. 86).

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Summary 

In this article, totally 106 species were photographed by the author during her travel to Kenya in East 
Africa between 10 and 16 January 2010. The visited localities are, Nairobi city, Lake Naivasha, Lake 
Nakuru National Park, and Masai Mara National Reserve, which is the Kenya side of the Serengeti National 
Park in Tanzania. The observed species are listed below with their families. Firstly, 26 butterfly species in

(Pieridae), Catopsilia florella (Pieridae), Colotis antevippe (Pieridae), Colotis aurigineus (Pieridae), 
Colotis auxo (Pieridae), Colotis evenina (Pieridae), Colotis off. euippe (Pieridae), Colotis evagore 
(Pieridae), Eurema brigitta (Pieridae), Pinacopteryx eriphia (Pieridae), Azanus jesous (Lycaenidae), 
Lampides boeticus (Lycaenidae), Leptomyrina hirundo (Lycaenidae), Anthene amarah (Lycaenidae), 
and Zizeeria knysna (Lycaenidae). Three moth species in three different families are Secusio strigata
